Mr. Gaiiihft* lad a kuunledge vTiha fracts 
alleged by Mr. Slarreti, from the lirst. lie 
hail no knowledge of them himself, but he had 
an acknowled^cineul of Ibem from Mr. Allen, 
himself. In justice in Mr. Allen, he sIk.uIJ 
say that he had .ahvays, expres>wd an ausigty 
tor a change in the systeni on bis aecnuht, as 
well as on account of ihe public interests; but, 
he must >ay, u> this matter was brought under 
tlie'allention of the public, (he Council would 
uol seem lo be discharging its duty il it Jid 
nol see thai a change wa* nude. 

Mr. Tyrrell would nol pretend lo point nut 
what cobise Ihe Coined should pursue j but 
for his own part he would say that he oid uat 
desire to'make any profit on the labour of the 
prisoners. Hia object was io provide proper 
employment for' them; and for overlooking 
them and taking charge of Ihe work he would 
be quite willing to allow .Mr. Allen a fair per 
ceulagc, so that whatever is lair and right 
should go into Ihe funds of the comity, and 
what is fair and right should be paid lo the 
gaoler. ' 

Mr. Wheeler thought the mailer had better 
be kept quiet for ihc present. . lie' did uol 
know thai ihu hibour ol the prisoner* was so 
very profitable, nor did he know what authori- 
ty the. gaoler had lo hiie out prisoners in (he 
city, and make a profit on their labour in dig- 
ging ccklai* and drains. .With legard lo the 
increase of tht gaoler's salary, which had been 
suggested, he did not conceive it to be neces- 
sary, fur it was evident that an increase had 
been given already during ihe silling or ihu 
council. The members of the council could 
not forget thai two additional turnkeys had
